Five county residents arrested on drug charges 


Local Jaw enforcement offi 
vers continue fo stay busy in 
their fight against methampheta 
mine in Coffee County and 
recently arrested several resi- 
dents associated with the manu 
facture of the drug 

According to officials, a traf 
fic stop Wednesday, Oct. 29, by 
Elba Police Sergeant Jeff 
Shelton led to the arrest of an 
Elba man for unlawful manufae- 
ture of a controlled substance, 

Sgt, Shelton stopped the 
vehicle after receiving informa- 
fon on a passenger within the 
vehicle. He received consent to 
search the vehicle and found 
chemicals commonly used in 
the manufacture of metham- 
phetamine 

Timothy Lee Waldon, age 36, 
of Guyton Street, Elba, was 
arrested at the scene and charged 
with unlawful manufacture of a 
controlled substance Il, Waldon 
was transported to the Coffee 
County Jail and held under a 
$100,000 bond. 

Sgt. Shelton was assisted in 
the arrest by Elba Police officer 
Austin Redman, 

On Saturday, Nov. 15, officers 


seized a methamphetamine lab 
in New Brockton as cooks were 
finishing the last of the manufac 
ture process 

Investigator Mark Anderson, 
deputy Neal Bradley and officer 
Ashley Paul went to the resi 
dence at 414 West McKinnon 
Street in New Brockton after 
receiving reliable information 
that a meth cook was tiking 
place at the residence. 

Upon arriving at this resi- 
dence, the officers were able to 
detect the odor associated with 
the manufacture of methamphet 
amine coming trom the house, 
und  investivator Anderson 
received consent from the occu- 
pants to search the residence. 

The officers called for assis 
tance and were joined at the 
scene by New Brockton assistant 
chief Dale Grimes. deputy 
Lance Tindol, Elba Police offi- 
cer Austin Redman and Elba 
Police investigator Tony 
Harrison, 

The search led to the discov- 
ery of a meth lab in use when 
officers arrived. According to 
officials, it was in the final stage 
of the cook process, and several 


items were found including meth 
oil, meth powder, four firearms, 
assorted smoking devices and 
paraphernalia 

Arrested and charged with 
unlawful manufacture of a con- 
trolled substance first degree 
were David Harold Lee, age 40; 
Brenda Faye Lee, age 39; and 
Jennifer Lee Tidwell, age 21, all 
of which reside at the New 
Brockton residence, Taurence 
Yaphet Marshall, age 21, of 210 
North Brock Street, New 
Brockton, was also arrested’ at 
the scene and charged with 
unlawful manufacture of a con- 
trolled substance first degree 

Marshall was placed in the 
Coffee County Jail under a 
$100,000 bond 

Tidwell was placed in the 
Coffee County Jail under a 
$100,000 bond and a hold for 
Montgomery County for out- 
Standing warrants in that county. 

David and Brenda Lee were 
placed in the Coffee County Jail 
with no bond due to the fact both 
are currently out on bond in 
Coffee County for previous 
charges of unlawful manufacture 
of a controlled substance.

Cole said the objective of the 
program is to help very low- 


income Owner occupants of 


modest single family homes in 
rural areas make necessary 
repairs to those homes, and loan 
fund are available to improve or 
modernize a home, make it 
more sanitary or remove health 
and safety hazards. He also said 
for homeowners age 62 and 
over who cannot repay a loan, 
grant funds may be available. 
Cole said loan funds may be 
used to improve or modernize a 
home as long as the dwelling 
remains modest, and grant funds 
may be used only for repairs 
necessary to remoye safety and 
health hazards or remodel 
dwellings to make them accessi- 
ble and usable for household 
members with disabilities, 


Other requirements of the 
program include: « Loans origi- 
nated, approved ‘and closed 
through USDA Rural 
Development's local offices; * 
Loan and grant applicants’ 
adjusted household income 
must not exceed the very low- 
income Category for the area; * 
Loan applicants must have a 
credit: history that indicates a 
reasonable ability and willing- 
ness to meet their debt obliga- 
tions; * To qualify for a loan, the 
applicant must have reliable 
income sufficient for repay- 
ment. If an applicant is 62 or 
older and lacks the ability to 
repay the entire amount through 
a loan, they may be eligible for 
a grant to cover the portion that 
cannot be funded through a loan 
(a loan and grant combination); 
* The applicant must own and 
occupy the property to be 
repaired with loan or grant 
funds; * Applicants with assets 
in excess of limits ($7,500 or 
$10,000 for elderly applicants) 
must use those assets to meet 
their needs associated with the 
repair of the property; * The 
dwelling being improved must 
be considered modest for the

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Pat Sullivan fights oral cancer: What are its signs and symptoms? 


As Auburn and Alabama pre- 
pare for a battle on the gridiron, 
former Auburn quarterback and 
Heisman Trophy winner Pat 
Sullivan is fighting his own bat- 
tle -— with oral cancer. 
Sullivan, who has agreed to lend 
his name and support to 
Alabama's campaign to prevent 
smokeless tobacco use, is cur- 
rently being treated with 
chemotherapy and will begin 
radiation treatment in December 
as a result of a cancer detected 
on his tongue. Knowing the 
signs and symptoms of oral can- 
cer may benefit you and encour- 
age you to see your dentist reg- 
ularly for early detection of 
these cancers, 

Among males, cancer of the 
mouth and throat is the 6th most 
common. cancer. . Nationally 
there are 30,000 new cases diag- 
nosed each year and about 8,000 
deaths from oral cancer. There 
are as many cases of oral cancer 
as there are from leukemia or 
cervical cancer. State Dental 
Director Dr. Stuart Lockwood 
of the Alabama Department of 
Public Health says, “Six hun- 
dred of these new oral cancers 


and 150 of the deaths occur in 
Alabama each year. Further, the 
2003 Oral Health America 
Report Card gave Alabama a D- 
for oral cancer because our rate 
of oral cancer has increased 
over the past 20 years.” 

Typically those al greatest 
risk for oral cancer are adults 
over age 40 with a history of 
tobacco use and/or alcohol use. 
Pat Sullivan acknowledged, “I 
did use smokeless tobacco. I 
will never again. I'll be a strong 
advocate for not using it. We 
think we are invincible, but 
we're not,” 

Recent studies have indicated 
that about 30 percent of boys in 
grades 9-12 in Alabama used 
smokeless tobacco in the past 
month, 7.5 percent of adult 
males in the state (twice the 
national average) are spit tobac- 
co users, and that 26 percent of 
adults and about 26 percent of 
adolescents use cigarettes in 
Alabama. 

Reports now indicate increas- 
es in populations traditionally 
considered at low risk—women 
and young adults. While smok- 
ing and other tobacco use are 


associated with 70-80 percent of 
oral cancer cases, 25 percent of 
patients do not fall into the 
tobacco/alcohol user category. 
Examination, whether a person 
is at risk or not, is essential at 
your routine dental visit. 

Dr. William Chesser, presi- 
dent of the Alabama Dental 
Association, says that any oral 
cancer exam should include 
your lips, gums, cheek lining 
and tongue, as well as the floor 
and roof of your mouth, noting 
any of the following: 

«a color change in the oral tis- 


Sues (whitish or red spots, for 


example) 


* a lump, thickening, rough 


spot, crust or small eroded area; 

* a sore that bleeds easily or 
does not heal; 

* pain, tertderness or numbness 
anywhere in the mouth or on the 
lips; 

* difficulty in chewing, swal- 
lowing, speaking or moving the 
jaw or tongue; 

«changes in the voice; 

*a change in the way your teeth 
fit together. 

Also beyond the mouth look 
for drastic weight loss; or a 
lump or mass in your neck. If 
any of these conditions persists, 
says Dr. Chesser, contact your 
dentist for an examination,

We've all heard the tanning 
bed/cancer hype. We've been 
told that it increases your 
chances of getting skin cancer, 


just as regular sun tanning does. 


Many people say that this isn’t 
so. So, right here at NBHS I've 
done my own research and my 
own survey. 

First of all, people use tan 
ning beds for many reasons. 
Some want a base tan before 
they go on vacation, some want 
good color for a special event, 
some just enjoy being dark all 
year round, and some go for the 
simple relaxation. 

Getting in the tanning bed for 
thirty minutes a day is a lot eas- 
ier than spending three hours in 
the blazing sun. It’s also pretty 
cheap, usually twenty to thirty 
dollars a month. However, 
after doing some research with 
the National Cancer Institute I 
found study after study show- 
ing that people who use tanning 
beds are 1.5 — 2.5 times more 
likely to have common kinds of 
skin cancer than‘ people who 
didn’t use beds.

Never spray unless you see 
insects to spray. The insect pop- 
ulation starts up each spring and 
gradually builds up until they 
peak in the fall. Then cold 
weather comes on and the 
insects die or hide for the winter 
depending on how cold it gets 
As cold weather comes on our 
insect problems are over. You 
may have damage on your 
plants, but the insects are 


already gone, Insects do most of 
their damage when the plants 
are young and tender. Because 
the plants are so small you don't 
usually see the damage until 
much later when the plants and 
leaves are much larger. A small 
micro hole on a small plant 
becomes a large hole as the 
plant grows. Then you see it and 
wonder what is eating your 
greens. By this time of the year 
most of the insects have already 
gone. Seeing the damage on 
your plant is not all there is to it. 
Inspect for insects when the 
plants are young and especially 
check on the underside of the 
leaves

Group announces Coffee County EMS out of business

The Elba City Council meet- 
ing Monday night was short, 
routine and about over wherr’a 
non-agenda item left council 
members quiet and apparently 
surprised, 

Marvin Mcliwain addressed 
the council and officially 
announced that Coffee County 
EMS was out of business as of 
October 31st. Emergency ambu- 
lance services have been taken 
over by a private, non-profit 
organization which hopes to 
make some changes and take 
advantage of their non-profit 
status to get donations, lower 
insurance rates and gain exemp- 
tion from most taxes. 

The non-profit group is ask- 
ing the City of Elba to allow 


them to use the former Etba 
Rescue Squad building, which 
was built for that purpose. The 
building was used for a while by 
the Elba Chamber of 
Commerce, but that group has 
now moved into its own facility. 
This would reportedly save the 
group about $750 per month in 
expenses. No decision was 
made on that Monday night 
Mayor James Grimes 
announced they would take the 
request under consideration and 
make a decision later.
